WE present herewith extracts relating to the 
book trade from a very interesting account, in 
the Chicago Evening Fournal (May 1), of a street 
which is destined to become as important in the 
history of trade as the Broadway of New York, 
Chestnut Street of Philadelphia, and Washing- 
ton Street of Boston. 

Wabash Avenue, in the earlier days of the 
city’s history, was and for a long time remained 
one of the most exclusive and aristocratic por- 
tions of the ‘‘ South Side.”” After the fire had 
swept everything away, and men were beginning 
to lay out, as it were, the plan of a new metrop- 
olis, it was soon perceived that Wabash Avenue 
was altogether too valuable ground for residence 
property, and the large wholesale dealers espe- 
cially looked toward it as the point around which 
the larger business interests would gather.

Under- 
wood has a ‘ Hand-bovk of American Authors,’ 
but it is a hand-book simply. There are 
‘Primers’ of American Literature by C. F. 
Richardson and Eugene Lawrence, which give 
half hour views of the subject. P. M. Irving’s 
‘ Life of Irving,’ Lounsbury’s ‘ Life of Cooper,’ 
Godwin’s ‘ Life of Bryant,’ the current series 
of American Men of Letters, and lives of Long 
fellow, Emerson, Holmes, and Whittier, are ad- 
juncts. Mr. Stedman’s current articles in the 
Century will doubtless grow into a book; and 
they furnish the most seriously critical studies 
we have yet had. Prof. Nichol’s recent ‘ Sketch’ 
may be accepted, but not without discount.”’

More than 
fifteen hundred topics are treated of, ina manner 
as entertaining as instructive. The author com- 
bines in rare manner literary taste, perception 
of subjects of contemporary interest, and the best 
qualities of the historian and antiquary. The 
book is full of life and colorand has a valuable
